side the Tribunal as seen from the letter of Adv . A. B. D Souza 
dated : 28-8-79 on record and no dispute subsisting at present. 


3. The National Union of General Employees is applying 
for withdrawing the Reference and I see no reason not to 
allow the withdrawal. As I said above , all go to show that 
there is no more any subsisting industrial dispute. Hence , 
the following order is passed : 


ORDER 


The prayer of the Union is granted in its precise terms. 
The Reference stands withdrawn . This award will be a 
no-dispute award and there will be no costs .
